Such is the “ dope” in lame duck 
alley at the White House and at the 
Capitol. 
Tawney 
and 
Boutell 
are 
two of the most conspicuous of the 
Republicans in the house put in the 
lame duck class as a result oi the re­ 
cent campaign, and it is said they will 
be two of the first to be taken care of 
by President Taft. 
Their friends in both branches of 
congress have already busied them­ 
selves in their behalf, and it is said 
efforts along this line have been so 
successful that it is virtually assured 
that the Minnesotan and Illinoisan will 
fall into the attractive berths indicat­ 
ed shortly after their terms expire on 
March 4 next. 
Rumors that Secretary Ballinger will 
resign have been so frequent and have 
been so promptly denied by the sec­ 
retary that the renewed report of his 
retirement is received with skepticism 
in some quarters. 
It was said, how 
ever, by prominent members of the 
bouse that Mr. Ballinger is to retire 
at the conclusion of the present ses­ 
sion of congress and the statement 
was made so positively as to carry 
conviction 


Now Anxious to Retire. 


The secretary is said to be not 
merely willing but anxious to get out 
of the cabinet now that the congres­ 
sional committee that investigated the j 
Ballinger-Pinchot controversy has re­ 
ported, a majority finding vindicating 
him of all charges, and the assertion 
is made .that he will retire immedi­ 
ately afA r the adjournment of con­ 
gress next March.

They endeavored originally to 
persuade President Trft to give him 
a judicial appointment and Senator 
Cullom and the entire Illinois delega­ 
tion besieged the White House with 
the request that Mr. Boutell be placed 
on the new court of commerce or 
given some other judicial preferment 
of importance. 
The president could 
not accede to that request, but he indi­ 
cated a willingness to do something

Recently the suggestion was made 
that Mr. Boutell go into the diplo­ 
matic service and it was received fa­ 
vorably. 
Both Mr. Tawney and Mr. Boutell 
were defeated for renomination and 
did not meet their Waterloo at the 
polls on election day.

TALKS ON RATE REGULATION 


Frank B. Kellogg Delivers an Address 
in New York. 


New York, Dec. 14.— Frank B. K b 
logg, who was special counsel for the 
government as a prosecutor of rail 
roads and trusts, spoke of railroad 
regulation at the first banquet of the 
Economic club of New York. 
“ The American people,” said 
M 
Kellogg, “ do not wish to. and could 
not if they did. under this eonstitu 
tional government, destroy or contis 
cate the property of railroads or cor 
potations. 
Agitations may do harm 
but wrongs breed agitation and agita 
tion leads to reform. 
What the Ann 
lean 
people 
have done during 
the 
nearly forty years of legislation and 
experience is to establish a policy for 
the control of transportation lines and 
great aggregations of capital in cor­ 
porate form. 
I maintain the wisdom 
and the necessity for such reasonable 
control. 
It has been adopted by tile 
deliberative Judgment of the nation 
and, in my opinion, has come to stay 
“ Are you willing to return to the 
days 
when 
railroads 
discriminated 
and paid rebates? 
I know whereof 
speak and I say that prior to 1903 
few. if any-, of the large shippers in 
this country paid the tariff rates. 
In 
my opinion no lasting prosperity, no 
permanent industrial growth possibly 
could be based upon such an unstable 
corrupt and dishonest system. 
"I do not believe the government 
ever will reduce rates ae low as the 
railroad managers reduced them dur­ 
ing the years of paying rebates and 
cutting rates. 
“ The only way to control rates Is 
by Inquiring into their reasonableness 
through a commission created with 
power to fix them, subject to the judg 
ment of the highest court in the land. 
The deliberate judgment of this na­ 
tion, expressed through the laws of 
all the states and the federal govern 
ment, is that great aggregations of 
wealth should be controlled.”

HIS TENTH ANNUAL REVIEW 


Doane Robinson Tells of Conditions in 
South Dakota. 
Pierre, S. I)., Dec 14.—Doane Robin­ 
son of the state department of history 
has issued his tenth annual review of 
the progress of South Dakota. 
He 
says; 
“ Perhaps the most striking feature 
of the year 1910 in South Dakota was 
the rather unusual weather conditions. 
The year opened with moderately cold 
weather with considerable snow and 
these conditions continued until the 
latter part of February, when the snow 
disappeared 
and 
glorious, summery 
weather came on and continued for 
more than fifty days. Most of tho seed­ 
ing was done; ground prepared for 
planting corn; 
many 
gardens were 
planted, grass started and the trees 
burst into full leaf more than a month 
before the usual season, and fruit trees 
were loaded with bloom when, on the 
lith of April, a hard storm came with 
hard 
freezing quite destroying 
the 
fruit and foliage, but not otherwise af­ 
fecting crops. 
The season continued 
erratic, many attributing the unusual 
£0hditions to the influence of Hailey's 
comet, which was visible during tho 
spring. 
“ The rainfall during the growing 
months was much below the average 
and came generally in local showers 
in a way that would afford an abun­ 
dance to one neighborhood while ad­ 
jacent territory suffered from drouth.
